THE FEELING IN THE WEST. 
It was hardly to be expected that upon 
10 graye a question as that involving the 
dimolution of the Union, there would be 
entire unanimity, even in the North, where 
loyalty to the Union is one of the first of 
the political virtues ; but we are astonished 
0 find everywhere that overwhelming pre- 
ponderance of opinion in favor of maintain- 
ing the integrity of the government and 
territory of the United States, at all hazards, 
which is everywhere breaking out.
